A cozzqilete listing of claims pending in the application fallowing 
entry of this Amendment are presented as follows: 

1, (Ciurently Amended) A culinary implement conq)rising: 

a handle having an elongate configuration that defines -a pair of ends and a longitudinal 

axis extrading through the ends; 
a single attachment arm secured to the handle and extending beyond one of the ends of 
the handle, the attachment aim having a non-linear configuration that defines an 
end area of the attachment arm, the end area incorporating a first part of an 
attachment mechanism, at least one of the end area and the first part defining a 
rotation axis that is substantially peipendicular to the bngitudtnal axis; and 
a head portion ntatable about the rotation axis, the head portion having a cylindrical 
configuration with a first circular side and an opposite second circular side t^^^t iff 
spaced from the first circular aide, tho flooond aido of tho head portion 
incoipomting a oooond port of the attachment moohnniflm ; and the head portion 
having a second part of the at tachment mp r^h^nigm |% roiecting outward from the 
second side, the second part being joinable with the first part to secure the head 
portion to the attachment arm» and the second part being 5q>arable from the first 
part to detach the head portion from the attachment arm, and the head portion 
heinB p^atiffn^ mfih ^hM Innffit udinal axis extends throuph the head p ftrtirm 
aud between the first circular side and the second ci rcular side of the head portion. 

wherein the attachment arm attaches to only the second side of the head portion and is absent 

from the first side of the head portion. 
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2. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 1, wherein the culinary implement fiirther 
includes a release mechanism for separating the first part and the second part. 

3. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 2, wherein the release mechanism 
includes an actuator and a connector, the actuator being incoipoiated into the handle and 
accessible from an exterior of the handle* and the connector extending through the attachment 
arm to join with both the actuator and the first part. 

4. (Original) The culinary intplement recited in claim 1, wherein the head portion is 
interchangeable with an alternate head portion, the alternate head portion being joinable with the 
first part and rotatable about the rotation axis. 

5. (OriginaO The culinary impiemmt recited in claim 4» wherein the head portion has a first 
width and the alt^nate head portion has a second width* the first width bemg greater tWan the 
second width. 

6» (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 5, whcn^ein the longitudinal axis extends 
through a center of the first width whm the head portion is secured to the attachment aim, and 
the longitudinal axis extends through a center of the second width when the alternate head 
portion is secured to the attachment arm. 

1. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 5, wherein a side of the head portion 
defines a depression, and the end area of the attachmrat arm extends into the depression when 
the head p ortion is secured to the attachment ajm 

8. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 1, wherem a plurality of projections 
extend outward from the head portion* the projections having a twisted configuration. 
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9. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 1. wherein a phirality of projections 
extend outward from the head portion, the projections having a pyramidal shape that defines a 
point and a height axis extending inward from the point, the projections being deformed in a 
direction that extends around the height axis* 

10. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 1» whiCfein the head portion is 
configured to perform a first function, and the handle includes a device for performing a second 
function that is difTerent from the first function, the device being positioned at the end located 
opposite the attachment arm. 

11. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 1, wherein a plurality of projections 
extend &om tlie end of the handle located opposite the attachment arm. 

12. (Currently Amended) A culinary iQq>lement con^riaing: 

a handle with an ebngate configuration; 

a single attadmient arm extending beyond an end of the handle^ the attachment arm 
incorporating a first part of an attadimient mechanism that is located proximal an 
end of the attachment arm; and 
a rotatabie head portion having a first side and an opposite second side, the second side 
incorporating a second part of the attachment mechanism, the second part being 
jomable with the furst part to secure the head portion to the attachment aim, and 
the second part being sq}aFabIe from the first part to detach the head portion from 
the attachment arm, and a plurality of projections extend outward from the head 
portion> the projections havinp a pyramidal sha pe that define s ft point anrf a 
axis extending inward from the poin t, the projections being twisted in a direction 
that extends around the height axis, 

wherein the attachment arm extoids adjacent to the second side of the head portion and is absent 

from an area adjacent to the first side of the head portion. 
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13. (Original) The culinary iiiq>lement recited in claim 12, wherein the end of the attachment 
arm is formed by a curved portion of the attachment ana 

14. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 12» wherein the handle is contoured to 
conform with a shape of a hand. 

15. (Original) The culinary incitement recited in claim 12, wherein the culinary inclement 
further includes a release mechanism for separating the first part and the second part, the release 
mechanism including an actuator and a connector, the actuator being incorporated into the handle 
and accessible from an exterior of the handle, and the connector extending through the 
attachment arm to join with both the actuator and the first part, 

16. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 12, wherein the head portion is 
interchangeable with an alternate head portion, the alternate head portion being joinable with the 
first part and rotatable. 

17. (Qrigmal) The culinary inq^lement recited in claim 16, wherein the head portion has a first 
width and the alternate head portk)ri has a second width, the first width being greater than the 
second width, and a side of the head portion defines a depression, the side of the attachment arm 
extrading into the depression when the head portion is secured to the attachment arm* 

18. (Original) The culinary inqplement recited in claim 17, wherein a longitudinal axis of the 
handle extends through a centerline of the head portion when the head portion is secured to the 
attachment arm, and the longitudinal axis extends through a centerline of the alternate head 
portion the alternate head portion is secured to the attachment arm.

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20. (Original) The culinary inq>lement recited in claim 12, wherein a plurality of projections 
extend from an end of the handle located opposite the attachment arni. 

21. (Curreaitly Amended) A culinary implement comprising: 

a handle with an elongate configuration ^}}^^ ^^^^ ^ a pair of en rfg ^nd a longitudinal axis 

extending through the endai 
a single attachment arm extenduig beyond an end of the handle; and 
a plurality of generally cylindrical head portions that are interchangeably-securable to the 
attachment arm and rotatable with respect to the handle and the attachment arm, at 
least two of the head portions having different width dimensions* at least one of 
the head portions having a first circular side and an opposite second circular side 
spaced from the first circular side, the sooond oido the at least one of the head 
portions inchiding a portion of an attachment mechanism projecting outward from 
the second circular side to join the attachment arm to the second circular side, the 
attachment mechanism being absrat from the first ^tculai side, and the 
longitudinal axia axtenda between the first circular afdfl and the second circular 
side and is substantially centmd between the first dr^^^^r ^ ^nH thft qftftnivi 
circutorside. 

22. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 21, wherein a longitudinal axis of the 
handle extends through a centerline of the width dimension of each head portion. 

23. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 21, whmin a side of at least one of the 
head portions defines a depression, the attachment arm exiting into the depression when the at 
least one of the head portions is secured to the attachmj^ aim. 

24. (Currently Amended) A culinary iniplement conq>n5ing: 

a handle having an elongate configuration that defines a pair of ends and a longitudinal 
axis extending through the ends; 
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a single attachment arm secured to the handle and extending beyond one of the ends of 
the handle; and 

a first head portion having a generally cylindrical configuration that includes a pair of 
first side surfaces and a first width dimension extending between the first side 
surfaceSi the first head portion being rotatably-securable to the attachment arm 
such that the longitudinal axis extends through a center point of the first width 
dimension, only one of the first side surfaces being joinable with the attachment 
arm to rotatably-secure the first head portion to tiie attachment aim, and the first 
head portion being detachable &otn the attachment arm, the first head portion 
being rotatable about a rotation axis when the first head portions is secured to the 
attachment ' arm, the rotation axis being substantiallv napendicular to the 
longitudinal axis : and 

a second head portion that is interchangeable with the first head portion, the second head 
portion having a generally cylindrical configuration that includes a pair of second 
side surfiices and a second width dimension ext^iding between the second side 
sur&ceSi the second width dimension being greater than the first width dimension, 
and the second head portion being rotatably-securable to the attachment arm such 
that the bngitudinal axis extends through a center point of the second width 
dimension, only one of the second side surfaces being joinable with the 
attachment arm to rotatabty-secure the second head portion to the attachment anOt 
and the second head portion being detachable fiom the attachment ar m, the 
second head portion being rotatable about the rotation axis when the second head

26. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 24» wherein the attachment arm has a 
curved configuratiozi, and an end area of the attachment arm inchides a part of an attachment 
mechanism for joining the first bead portion and the second head portion to the attachment arm.

28. (Original) The culinary inclement recited in claim 24, wherein a plurality of projections 
extend outward from the head portion, the projections having a twisted configuration. 

29. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 24» wherein a plurality of projections 
extend outward from the head poitjoii» the projections having a pyramidal shape that defines a 
point and a height axis extending inward firom the point, the projections being deformed in a 
direction that extends around the height axis.

a handle having on elongate configuration; and 

a head portion secured beyond an end of the handle, the head portion being rotatable with 
respect to the handle, and the head portion including a pbrality of projections 
extending outward from the head portion, the projections having a pyramidal 
shape that defines a point and a height axis eximding inward fi:Dm the point, the 
projections being twisted in a directbn that extends aronnd the height axis. 
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34. (Original) The culinary implement recited in claim 33, wherein an attachment arm extends 
between the handle and the head portion, the attachment arm having a curved configuration that 
defines an end area of the attachment arm* the head portion being secured to the end area. 

35. (Onginal) The culinary implement recited in claim 34, wherein the head portion is 
detachable fiom the end area and interchangeable with an alternate head portion.

second side sur&ces and a second width dimension extending between the second

39. (New) The culinary implement recited in claim 36, wherein the bngitudinal axis extends 
through the first head portion and between the first sur&ces when the first head portion is 
secured to the attachment ann, and tlie longitudinal axis extends through the second head portion 
and between the second surfaces when the second head portion is seeing to the attachment arm. 
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
